FOOD CONSERVATION
T0 BE ENFORGED

Pomerene’s Bill Broadens Powers
of the President,

Washingten, Jan. 16 — Sweeping
powers o compel food conservation
in every ldighen are glven the presi
dent in a mensure lulroduced by Sen-
plor Pomer The bill Is aimed pri-
marlly at proprietore of hotels, res
taurants and public sating houses,
but it also f= broad enough to include
domestle consumers.

Specilically, the measure provides
that the president may lmit or dis-
vontinue cntirely thé use. manutace
ture or distribution of foudstuffs to
the extent he deems necessary from
time to time. Persons conducting
publlie ent'ng places, mannfacturers,
carriers, producers, distriliitors or
other persons who fnil to obey the
president’s orders may be fined up to
§6.000 and Imprisoned up to six years
